Jay Higginbotham 


Jay Higginbotham is a prize- 
winning author and founder of the 
Mobile Municipal Archives. Born July 
16, 1937, he grew up in Mobile and 
Pascagoula. Descended from one of 
the Deep South’s most illustrious 
families, one which includes the 
Ambassador Pierre Soulé and the 
French impressionist Edgar Degas, he 
is a descendant on both his father’s 
and mother’s side of the founders of 
Mobile in 1702. After graduating from 
Ole Miss in 1960, Higginbotham 
attended the City College of New 
York and the American University in 
Washington, DC. Serving briefly as Assistant Clerk of the 
Mississippi House of Representatives, he taught for several years in 
the Mobile Public Schools, dividing his time between teaching, 
traveling and writing. In 1973, he became head of the Local History 
Department of the Mobile Public Library. Several years later, he 
organized the Mobile Municipal Archives and became its first 
director..

In the 1960’s he traveled through forty-two prerated Lines & taro

America. After a trip around the world in 1966, 
during which he climbed Mt. Fuji in Japan, 
crossed Asia on the Trans-Siberian Railway, 
scaled Mt. Olympus, and swam the Nile River, 
he began his writing career, the result of which 
has been seventeen books and numerous articles 
in newspapers, magazines and journals.

Shortly after the American publication of 
Fast Train Russia in 1983, Higginbotham joined 
the international peace movement and returned 
to Russia. After meeting with Giorgi Arbatov, 
Premier Chernenko’s chief advisor, and 
speaking on Radio Moscow and Soviet national 
television, he donated blood on Sputnik Day and 
made a widely circulated statement for peace in 
a public ceremony broadcast worldwide. 


The following year Higginbotham returned to 
Russia as a guest of Progress Publishers (which 
subsequently published two of his books) and 
made 37 speeches advocating reconciliation in a 
whirlwind tour across Russia from Vladivostok 
to Brest. His Fourth Of July speech in 
Khabarovsk — “America Enlightening the 
World” — was broadcast throughout Russia and 
the Far East and his “Letter To President 
Reagan” was published in Moscow News and 
numerous international publications. 


On his 1984 trip to Russia, Higginbotham met 
and became friends with Russian poet Yevgeny 
Yevtushenko. Yevtushenko later visited 
Higginbotham several times in Mobile, and 
together they appeared in concert in numerous 
Southern cities.

sister-city relationship between Mobile and the 
Black Sea port. 


In June 1993, Higginbotham traveled to 
Havana and met with Mayor Pedro Chavez and 
other city officials. Returning to Mobile, he 
organized and became president of the Society 
Mobile-La Habana, after which Mobile and 
Havana became the first sister city between 
municipalities in Cuba and the United States. 
Later, he addressed the Cuban mission at the 
United Nations in New York, as well as the U.S. 
Congress, spoke on radio Havana and addressed 
the VI Ibero-American Solidarity Convention in 
Havana. 


In addition to his writings and efforts in 
behalf of world peace, Higginbotham has been 
active in Mobile’s community affairs, having 
worked extensively with the Red Cross and 
having served as chairman of numerous boards 
and commissions, including the Old Mobile 
Project, Friends of Freedom, the Mobile 
Assembly of Sages and Savants, the Old Shell 
Road PTA, and the Mobile Tricentennial, Inc., 
of which he was founder and first president. In 
1995, he addressed the World Future Society in 
Atlanta on the subject of “Reshaping the 
Olympics,” after which he was interviewed on 
CBS. He has appeared on NBC’s Today Show 
and Real Life programs as well as on radio and 
TV programs in Canada, Cuba, Argentina, and 
throughout Europe and Asia. 


In 1991, he was awarded the Mobile Scroll of 
Merit Award. He has written for the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, for Funk & Wagnall’s 
and is listed in Contemporary Authors, 
Outstanding Young Men in America, Who’s 
Who in America, International Authors and 
Writers Who's Who, and the Dictionary of 
International Biography.

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Jean Baptiste Baudreau de Graveline 


Born May 18, 1671 at Montreal, he was the son of Urbaine 

Baudreau and Marguerite Juillet. As a Private in the Canadian 

Army, he was first stationed at Rochefort and sailed with 

med Iberville aboard LA RENOMEE in 1699, landing at Biloxi Bay, 
and was among those first pioneers who established Fort 


Maurepas.

In 1702, he moved to Fort Louis on the Mobile River 
and had a home between Bienville and Jean Baptiste Saucier. 
Later he moved to Dauphin Island and by a land grant award- 
i ed to him by the Grand Director of Louisiana on April 24, 1719, 
: and signed by Bienville, he obtained a huge concession that 
stretched from Pascagoula River to the Bay of Biloxi. . 


In 1734, he married Marie Catherine Vincennes, step- 
daughter of Joseph Simon de la Pointe and by the dowry 
became one of the wealthiest planters on the Gulf Coast. Later, 


he obtained considerable estates at Pensacola, New Orleans 


and Cat Island. 


Graveline died in January, 1762 at his estate on the Pas- 
cagoula River at the ripe old age of 91. 
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Edgar Degas 


Born in Paris on July 19, 1834, Degas became the most 
celebrated French painter of his time. 


At an early age, he became a pupil of LaMothe and studied 
at the Beaux Arts in Paris, after which he went to live. with 
his family in New Orleans, where he produced most of his 
many memorable portraits. 


Degas was the most versatile of the French impressionists, 
having worked in pastel, etching, dry paint and stone engraving, 
producing numerous interiors of theaters and cafe consorts, 
foyers of the opera, views of the circus and of the dancers. 
And all with a masterly touch. In order to say what he wanted, 
he was obliged to master the human figure and this he did with 


the thoroughness of the ancients, In pure draftsmanship, he was 
unequalled. 


Degas was the great-grandson of Vincent Rillieux, a 
famous old soldier of the Gulf Coast. 


In September, 1917, he died in Paris and was buried among 
the greatest names of France. 
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William Freret 


The tenth Mayor of New Orleans, he was born in the 
Crescent City in 1799, the son of James Freret and Eugenie 


Rillieux. 


Freret early displayed an interest in mechanics and was sent 
to England where he was trained by distinguished engineers. 
He returned to New Orleans with a stock of knowledge pos- 
sessed by few persons at that time, which aided him when he 
succeeded to his father’s business of compressing for shipment 
abroad, The Freret Cotton Press was one of the first enter- 


prises of that kind started in the city. 


During these years, Freret was connected with the old 


Whig Party. He was an ardent and devoted friend of Henry - 


Clay. 

After his marriage to Fanny Salkold, of Liverpool, Eng- 
land, he entered politics and was elected the tenth Mayor 
of New Orleans, in 1840. Freret was one of the most efficient 
of New Orleans’ mayors. He supervised all public works per- 
sonally, Free public schools had their origin during his admin- 


istration and he vastly improved the city’s prisons. 


He died on June 14, 1864, and is buried at St. Patrick’s 


Cemetery. 
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- Harold White Gautier 


Born in West Pascagoula on October 7, 1898, he was the 
only child of Eugene Gautier and Palmyre White. After attend- 
ing the Pascagoula schools, Gautier received his B.A. degree 


from Ole Miss in 1914, and an L.L.B. degree in 1915. During — 


World War I, he was Company Commander of the Pascagoula 
brigade in France and eventually attained the rank of Colonel 
in the National Guard. 


Returning to Pascagoula, he began a law practice which 
spanned half a century, being associated, for a time, with Ebb 
and James Ford. He was City Judge of Pascagoula and at various 
times served as City Attorney for Pascagoula and Moss Point. 


From 1940-1944, he served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees for the Institutions of Higher Learning of the State 
of Mississippi, being appointed by Governor Paul Johnson. 


Although highly respected as an attorney, Gautier was 
unsuccessful as a political candidate, having lost campaigns 
for District Attorney and Mayor of Pascagoula, In 1948, he 
led a fight against the candidacy of Dixiecrat Fielding L. 
Wright for Vice-President, despite the fact that he was a 
personal friend of the Governor and a colonel on his staff. 


Independent and outspoken, Gautier was a vigorous cru- 
sader against corruption and bigotry. In’ addition to his public 
service, he was widely known for his hunting and fishing prow- 
ess and his ability as a raconteur was legendary. 


In 1920, he married Pearl Gessman, and he died in Pasca- 
goula on July 9, 1965. 
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Jesse Higginbotham 


Born January 4, 1868, at Limrock, Alabama, he was the 
son of Charles William Higginbotham and Melissa Bowling. 


After his parents died an early death, he left the farm and 


went west for a few years. In Texas, he became a refrigeration 


engineer and settled in Pascagoula in 1899, 


In 1910, he married Anirah Denise White, daughter of 
Denis Prieur White and Felicie Jeanne Mercier, at the home 


of Dr. Sidney Mercier in New Orleans. 


Jesse served on the Pascagoula School Board from 1917 


until 1919, and was elected City Commissioner in 1918, a post 


he held for eight years. 


In 1926, he resigned to become Director of the power and 


light company, serving until his retirement in 1940. 


He died on September 22, 1943, and is buried at the Old 
Spanish Fort Cemetery. 
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Gen. John Carleton Higginbotham 


Son of William Thomas Higginbotham and Mary Frances 


Riley Coleman, he was born in Virginia on August 19, 1818, 


A student at Lynchburg College when the Civil War began, 
Higginbotham joined the Confederate Army as a Capiain in 
1861. In 1862, he was promoted to Major and then to Lieutenant- 
Colonel. In 1863, after the battle of Chancellorsville, he was 
promoted to Colonel. . 


Gen. Higginbotham was wounded seven times and was at 
last killed at the Battle of Spottsylvania Court House on May 
10, 1864, while commanding the 25th Virginia Regiment, Jones 
Brigade, before his commission as Brigadier-General reached 


him, 


He was unmarried. 
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Robert Higginbotham 


Born in Albemarle County, Virginia, in 1754, he was the 
son of Moses Higginbotham and Frances Kyle and the great- 
great-great-grandfather of Prieur Jay Higginbotham, Sr. 


At an early age, he went to Tazewell County, Virginia and 


settled on a large plantation at Liberty Hill. 


When the Revolutionary War began, Robert joined the 
Washington County Colonel’s Army. He was in Captain James 
Dysart’s Light Horse Company under command of Col. Wil- 
liam Campbell. With these men, he fought in the decisive 
Battle of King’s Mountain. 


In 1818, he took his wife, Nancy, and eleven children and . 


went to Huntsville, Alabama. He died in Huntsville in October 


of 1825. - 
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Dr. Jacques Philippe Le Duc 


Son of Jacques Philippe Le Duc and Marianne Therese 
Masson, Dr. Le Duc was born in New Orleans in 1728. 


One of the leading surgeons of old New Orleans, most of 


his work, other than his private practice, was concerned with. 


Charity Hospital for which he served as Head Surgeon for 


many years, 


In 1789, was was Superintendent of Charity Hospital and 
later Surgeon Doctor for the Royal Hospital in charge of all 


major operations. 


In 1792, he became Head Surgeon for the Hospital St. 
Charles, and was one of five founders of the College of Orleans 
in 1805, . 


In 1804, Governor Claiborne appointed him to the Board 


of Medical Examiners, 


Dr. Le Duc was the father of several children, having mar- 
ried Marie-Joseph le Court on October 12, 1765. He died in 
New Orleans on August 23, 1807. 
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Dr. Alfred Mercier 


The foremost French-American author, Mercier was born 
in New Orleans on June 3, 1816, the son of Jean Baptiste Mer- 
cier and Marie Eloise Le Duc. At the age of 14, he entered 
Lycee Le Grand Louis a Paris, After graduation he entered 
the Law School in Paris, but later turned to literature. 

He returned to Louisiana in 1838, and spent some time 
in Boston during which he perfected his knowledge of English. 

Returning to Paris, he published an Oriental story in verse, 
“La Rose du Smyrne” in 1840, and “L ’Emite du Niagra,” a 
mystery play. 

In the next few years, Mercier traveled extensively in Eu- 
rope and composed the drama, “Hedock Edesias,” which was 
lost during the Revolution of 1848. After the Revolution, he 
studied medicine and returned to New Orleans to practice. 

He disapproved of slavery, but considered the Civil War 
as a triumph for Anglo-Saxon Civilization and urged France 
to join the Confederacy’s cause. 

After the war, he returned to New Orleans to continue his 
medical practice but continued his writing, 

“LeFou de Palerme” appeared in 1878. 

In 1876, Mercier founded the Athenee Louisianais, a so- 
ciety for the preservation of the French Language. _ 

Of his later works, “Emile des Ormiers,” the story of a Par- 
isian painter, and the drama “Fortunia” have had the most en- 
during fame. 

Besides Latin and Greek, Dr. Mercier knew five other 
languages, and was called by the Historian, Dr. Alcee Fortier, 
“the most learned man ever to live in Louisiana.” 
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Armand Theodore Mercier 


_ Born in New Orleans on December 11, 1881, he was the 
son of Dr. Sidney Mercier and Irene Yenne and the grandson of 


Dr. Armand Mercier. 


He was educated at Rugby Military Academy in New Or- 
leans and graduated from Tulane in 1908, with a degree in Civil 


Engineering. In 1907, Mercier married Helen Ferris. 


He began his career with the Southern Pacific Railroad after 
graduation from Tulane, He became President of San Diego and 
Arizona Railroad in 1921, and served until 1929. 


In 1938, he served as Vice-President of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and served until he assumed the Presidency of the 
’ railroad in 1941, a post he kept during the crisis years of 
World War II until his retirement in 1951. 


Mercier was a Republican, an Episcopalian and President 


of the California Chamber of Commerce. 


He died in San Francisco on November 2], 1957.

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Dr. Charles Sidney Mercier 


The son of Dr. Armand Mercier, he was born in New Oz- 
leans on March $1, 1854. He graduated from Spring Hill College 
in Mobile and then finished Tulane Medical School. 


After finishing Medical School, he married Irene Hooper 


Yenne and began his practice in New Orleans, 


During the great Yellow Fever Epidemic of 1878, soon after 
he entered practice, he enlisted with the Howard Association 


and served in various towns in the South. 


During World War I, he was a member of the Medical 


Service Corps. 


Dr. Mercier was the father of one son, Armand Mercier, 


who became President of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 


On September 24, 1926, he died in New Orleans after prac- 


ticing medicine there for 47 years. 
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Jean Baptiste Mercier 


Born at St. Andre de Cubzac, near Bordeaux, France, in 
1734, he was the son of Jean Baptiste Mercier and Marie 
Apperd, . 


In 1765, he emigrated to New Orleans and became the 
progenitor of the Mercier family. During these early years, 
he was a well-to-do planter, but not fabulously wealthy. How- 
ever, on November 4, 1778, he married Francoise Radedonde 
‘de Mayeaux, step-daughter of Jean Baptiste Prevost, one of the 
wealthiest men in all of Louisiana, who had bequeathed most 
of his wealth to her. 


In the late 1700's, he built the Mercier Mansion, a lux- 
urious old place which still stands in the Vieux Carre at 630 
St. Peter Street. 


He died in New Orleans on April 18, 1818. 


Genealogy File 


Dr. Placide Jules Armand Mercier 


Born August 18, 1818, he was the son of Jean Baptiste 
Mercier and Marie Eloise De Luc. Mercier was schooled at 
Lycee Louis le Grand a Paris, after which he went to the Uni- 
versity of Paris Medical School and studied under the cele- 
brated Valpeau. 


After receiving his degree, he returned to New Orleans 
and began a practice that spanned half a century. 


A member of the Board of Aldermen of Charity Hospital, 
he was a charter member of the Medical Society of Louisiana, 
organized in 1848. As a surgeon, he originated many new 
techniques and was reputed to be the first in medical history to 
disarticulate the bone without lesion to the facial nerve, 


Dr. Mercier was intensely interested in literature and 
the Government of France named him Officer de L’Instruction 
Publique in 1881, in tribute to his work in L’Athenee Louisianais 
of which he was the first president. 


Of fiery convictions, he was passionately devoted to the 
Confederate cause and refused to take the Oath of Allegiance 
to the United States after Butler had captured New Orleans. 


In about 1840, he married Marie Antoinette Corrine Smith 
and his home and office were on Canal Street. 


He died in New Orleans in September, 1885. 
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Denis Prieur 


Born in Santo Domingo in 1791, he came to New Orleans 
that same year with his parents, Prosper Magloire Prieur and 


Marie-Jeanne Felicite Casenauve. 


In the War of 1812, he fought with Jackson at the Battle 
of New Orleans, after which he entered politics and made a 
rapid rise. He served as collector of the customs for several 


years before being elected Mayor of New Orleans in 1828. 


Prieur was elected continuously until 1838, and served long- 


er than any other Mayor. 


He founded the Democratic Party in Louisiana and was 
host to President Andrew Jackson when he visited New Or- 


leans. 


He ran for Governor of Louisiana but was defeated after a 


duel in which he killed U. S. Senator George Waggaman. 


Prieur was a man of chivalrous instincts, a noble type of 
his race. He was popular with all classes of society, brave to 
a fault, charitable to the needy and when he died, on November 
9, 1857, his funeral was one of the largest ever held in Lou- 


isiana. 
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Prosper Magloire Prieur 
Born in Paris on October 22. 1753, he was the son of 


Jacques Prieur and Marie Madeline Bourgeouis. 


In the 1780's, Prieur settled in Santo Domingo and became 


a wealthy landowner. 


He married Marie Jeanne Felicite Casenauve, and had 


two sons, Denis and Alexandre. 


When the revolution broke out in Santo Domingo, Prieur 


fled to New Orleans where he soon acquired considerable 


property in Vieux Carre. 


He died in New Orleans on July 10, 1820. 
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F rancois Rillieux . 


Founder of the Rillieux family in Louisiana, he was bom 


in France in 1698, 


He married Marie Marguarite Chenet, became a Captain 
in the French Army and came to New Orleans in 1720 aboard 
the ship “La Driade” with six other passengers. 


In the early 1720’s, he acquired land in New Orleans, Mo- 
bile, Biloxi and Pascagoula, where he was one of eleven Jand- 


owners on the Pascagoula River in 1726. 


In 1740, he was living in Pascagoula where his son, Vincent, 


was born. 
In 1738, he was living at Fort Conde in Mobile. 


It is supposed that Captain Rillieux died in a hunting acci- 
dent in Biloxi about 1760, although this is not certain. 


Genealogy File 
Vincent Rillieux 


Born in Pascagoula in 1740, he was the son of Francois Ril- 


lieux and Marie Marguerite Chenet. 


Called “The Old Pirate,” he began a brilliant career in the 


French Army at an early age. 


In 1770, at the Battle of Baton Rouge, Rillieux was com- 
manding a ship of war, along with a small band of Creoles. He 
heard that an English sloop was expected at Manchac and de- 
vised a plan to capture it. He formed entrenchments with trees 


and concealed his men. As soon as the English were near enough 


Rillieux and his men fired upon them and uttered loud shouts. | 


The English, thinking that a large force was opposed to them, 
ran below deck and Rillieux and his 18 men made prisoners of 


about 70 British soldiers and sailors. 


Besides his home in New Orleans where he built and lived 
in the old building that is now Brennan’s Restaurant, Rillieux 
lived in Mobile, Pascagoula, Biloxi and owned most of the land 
in the Pearl River Basin, His great-granddaughter became the 
Duchess of Rochefort and his great-grandson was the French 


painter, Degas. He died in New Orleans on February 10, 1800. 
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Pierre Soule 


American statesman and diplomat, Soule was born in Sep- 
tember, 1802, at Castillon, France. He received most of his edu- 


cation at Toulouse, having been interrupted in his studies at 


Bordeaux by an accusation of complicity in a plot against 


Louis XVIII, in consequence of which he was obliged to flee. 
Soon after his pardon in 1824, he was again exiled because of 
the publication of articles in the paper, “The Yellow Dwarf,” 
derogatory to the ministers of Charles X. This time, he took 
up residence in America at New Orleans where he began his 


practice of law. 


In New Orleans, he married Armatine Mercier, sister of 
Dr, Alfred and Dr. Armand Mercier and began a career in poli- 
tics. He was elected U. S, Senator from Louisiana and was later 
appointed Ambassador to Spain by President Pierce. In Europe, 
Soule challenged the French Ambassador to a duel and maimed 
him for life. Later he drew up the famous Ostend Manifesto. 
When this declaration failed to meet administration approval, 
Soule resigned and returned to his law practice in New 
Orleans. During the Civil War, he was an aide to General 


Beauregard. 


He died on March 26, 1870, in New Orleans. 
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Denis Prieur White 


Born September il, 1839, he was the son of George Win- 
ston White and Elizabeth Palmyre Prieur. 


Shortly after he began his career in the cotton business, 


the Civil War erupted and he enlisted in the French Volunteers. - 


After being wounded at Shiloh, he returned to Louisiana and 


after New Orleans fell, he went to Mobile, having joined the 


Washington Artillery. 


On July 10, 1863, he was wounded at Williamsport, Mary- 
land, 


Throughout the war, he fought with distinction and finally 
surrendered with the Army of Northern Virginia at Appomatox. 


After the war, he returned to New Orleans and married 


Felicie Jeanne Mercier, daughter of Dr. Armand Mercier. 


In the 1880's, he took his family to live permanently in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi where previously he had a summer 


home for many years. 


On March 24, 1889, his sailboat was caught in a storm 
off Petit Bois Island and he was drowned. He is buried in the 


Old Spanish Fort Cemetery. 
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Denis Prieur White, Jr. George Winston White

White also deepened the Pacific entrance and Balboa Har- 
bor 5 feet, dredging the 8rd locks entrance channels during 
World War II.

Dear Flora: 


You asked me for some information about Louisa for the children's 
scrapbooks and | have listed some of her honors and activities that | 
remember. There are quite a few, as you can see, and you even know 
some that I'm not aware of. 


Truthfully, though, | feel that just a mere listing of Louisa's awards 
and honors doesn't do her justice. Much more significant, | think, than the 
mere facts are the deeper truths about her life and career. And since | 
know her better than anyone else, it seems appropriate that | should 
mention them. 


Louisa burst into my life on November 9, 1969 at Our Lady of 
Fatima Catholic Church in Prichard. She played Fiona in the musical 
Brigadoon, directed by Father Zoghby, and from the moment | saw her 
act, sing and dance across the stage | was smitten. Her grace, poise and 
dazzling smile totally bewitched me. 


It wasn't until some months later, however, that | found the right 
occasion to call her -- from the lobby of the Admiral Semmes Hotel -- to 
ask her to help me chaperon a dance. She was a little coy at first -- not 
knowing anything about me -- but we talked for nearly an hour about a 
number of different subjects, including art, music and hypnosis, and she 
finally accepted. 


The dance was down at Bailey's near Fowl River and all the way 
down and back we talked and sang, and after that night we were 
inseparable. Two weeks later we were engaged, and three weeks after 
that we married at Twelve Oaks in Mobile. 
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As a wife, Louisa was a very loving, thoughtful person, loyal and 
supportive. And a delightful companion because she's intelligent, well- 
read, and both creative and analytical. She's also a wonderful 
conversationalist because she listens very carefully to everything the 
other person says and then thoughifully replies. If she agrees, she says 
so, but if she doesn't, she's fearlessly truthful about it. All of these 
characteristics make her great company, the kind of person people love 
being with. 


Aside from her charm, and personality, the most obvious thing 
about Louisa is her talent -- in almost everything she does. | was always 
amazed at her diving and swimming abilities -- she had the smoothest 
swimming stroke | ever saw and had she gone into strict training would 
surely have become an Olympic champion. Later, she took up tennis and 
after only a short time became a respectable player. When eventually 
she took up Tai Chi, an art that requires a variety of physical and mental 
skills, she quickly became an accomplished practitioner and master 
instructor. 


Louisa is without question the most remarkable and the most 
talented person | ever met or even heard of. There seems no end to her 
abilities . Whatever she takes up, she succeeds at quickly and easily -- 
from dancing to singing and acting to writing and organizing to almost 
anything. In Carnival , she was a wonderful comedienne: as a writer, she 
published a number of poems in national magazines, and is an excellent 
essayist and prose writer: she also wrote a number of plays and pageants 
about the colonial era that were produced on stage. Moreover, | can't 
imagine a better editor for any book project than Louisa. She was the 
editor and key person and inspiration for all the books | wrote since 1970. 
None of the writing awards and prizes | won would have been possible 
without her. 


As for art, once | was having trouble getting a front cover for a 
book I wrote. Several people tried their hand at it, but nothing worked. 
One afternoon Louisa whipped out an impressionistic painting that was 
absolutely perfect, even though she had never before worked in oils. | 
was amazed and, of course, highly elated, as was everyone else. 


In addition to the arts, Louisa quickly mastered the computer, and 
set up advanced programs for Leinkauf School's administrative offices. 
She also set up a word-processing program to make it easier for me to 
work on my books. As a National Merit Scholar she was equally at home 
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in all subjects, ranging from literature to biology to organic chemistry, and 
she mastered them all. 


Aside from her numerous talents, Louisa has served the community 
in varied ways: In addition to working with the Girl Scouts and La Leche 
League, she was also President of the P. T. A., President of the 
Monterey North Association and a valued member of the Dauphin Way 
Chancel Choir, the Old Dauphin Way Association, and the Board of 
Mobile's Singing Children. In addition, she has served as lecturer and 
instructor for the City of Mobile's continuing education program for a 
number of years. 


Louisa was always highly organized; she attacked problems and 
situations head-on, with diligence, industry and intelligence. When she 
founded the Mobile Tai-Chi Center, she served as director, chief 
instructor, bookkeeper, treasurer and editor of the newsletter. While the - 
center was in operation from 1989 to 1992, numerous students of all ages 
benefited from the center, receiving instruction in deep-breathing, self- 
defense, and meditation, and learning to live healthier, more fulfilling 
lives. 

Aside from her talents as an organizer, musician, teacher, and 
artist, it is for her gifts as a mother that | remember Louisa best. When 
she became a mother, she approached that task with her usual diligence 
and enthusiasm: she would not only just be a mother, she would be the 
best mother possible. In this regard, she set about studying and reading 
to learn the best methods and techniques of child-rearing and she put 
them into practice. She decided that breast feeding was the best possible 
way to nourish a child, so she became an enthusiastic member of the La 
Leche League. She determined that natural childbirth produced a 
healthier baby, so she enrolled in natural childbirth courses. This was at 
a time when natural childbirth was not so readily accepted by doctors and 
hospitals, but Louisa was determined to have the best for her children and 
fought to have her requests granted. 


As the children grew to maturity, Louisa gave them her undivided 
attention. She nursed them, played with them, taught them to love 
animals, took them for strolls to the park and saw that they were well- 
nourished in every way -- physically, mentally and spiritually. She took 
them to church, enrolled them in music programs, and read to them daily 
(and nightly). Most important of all, she gave them love, attention and 
plenty of tender care. 
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As a result of Louisa's sacrifices and care-giving, Jeanne, Denis 
and Robert became unusually healthy children. All learned to read early 
and were involved in various gifted children’s programs. It was because 
of this upbringing that they (after encountering the various temptations 
facing today's teenagers) were -- unlike many of their peers -- able to 
overcome the challenges and difficulties of modern society. | remember 
thinking one time while watching her caring for the children: "What a 
great world it would be if every child could have a mother like Louisa." 

The reason Louisa was such an outstanding mother was not only 
because of her many talents (many of which she passed on to her 
children), but because she was herself an outstanding example of what a 
person should be. And aside from everything else -- her talents, her 
beauty, grace and charm -- her most outstanding attributes were (and are) 
her character: her kindness, her honesty, her integrity and compassion. 
When | first met her she had rescued a stray, hungry kitten, and had lent 
one of her roommates a sizable amount of money to have an operation, 
even though she really couldn't afford it. Later, she rescued a homeless, 
wounded puppy and nursed her back to health. This dog, who Louisa 
named Floppy D. (Floppy Disk), became the beloved family pet for nearly 
a decade and today is a family legend. Moreover, Louisa was the 
principal caretaker for all the other kittens and cats we had through the 
years and she instilled in all our children a deep compassion and love for 
animals. It is this basic kindness and generosity, | think, more than 
anything else, that endears Louisa to her friends and family, and it is her 
striving to always do her best, her zest for life and passion for living that 
make her an inspiration to all who know her.

PASCAGOULA — The day before 
Jay Higginbotham planned to return 
to school for the second semester of 
law school, a neighbor offered him a 
teaching job. 

"It hit me that if I did that nine 
months, I could write and travel three 
months.” 

He accepted the job. 

“Writing is an addiction. I’ve been 
trying to quit for years, but every 
time I try to quit, I think of some- 
thing else to write about,” he said. 

After teaching for nine years, the 
Pascagoula native became head of 
the local history department in the 
Mobile Public Library. 

He left there to fourid and became 
the first director of the Mobile Munic- 
ipal Archives, staying there 18 years 
until his recent retirement. 

He continues to live in Mobile dur- 
ing the week, returning to Pascagoula 
on weekends to take care of his 
mother, Vivian Higginbotham. 

Although he kept his office at the 
Mobile Archives after his retirement, 


he doesn’t do his writing there. He 
reserves that space for his work on 
numerous boards and commissions 
and other community affairs. 

“My other office is at the Krystal. I 
find a booth and sit there and write. 
When! lived in Paseagoula, I did my = 
writing at Cotita’s, then at Hatdee’s. 
When they started closing at 5:00, 1 
changed to Arby’s.” 

He finds the atmosphere of a 1 fast 
food restaurant conducive to his cre- 
ativity. : 

“] like the activity, the excitement. 
I usually work from about 6:00 to’ 
9:00. There’re not many people there 
at that time. I can always find a good 
table and fresh coffee. When I had' 
kids at home, the TV and the tele-' 
phone interfered; but a little noise 
spurs me on,” he ‘said. 

It’s easy for him to take his writing 
equipment along. He uses a pencil 
and a pocketsize notebook. When. 
he is ready to submit his work to a 
publisher, he takes the pages to Jane 
and Mark Peterman of Curious Cat 
Productions in Gautier and they type 
it for him. 

“I write a little bit of everything: 
novels, history, family biographies, 
adventure, short stories, poetry, trav- 
el, politics, and some ‘faction’ — 
that’ s history but it’s also an exten- 


sion of the facts,” he said. 

He has published 18 books, win- 
ning five literary awards. Since he 
always had a day job for financial 
support, he has never tried to pro- 
duce blockbusters, | 
“Writing is too hard worlkto write 
just for money. I write what I’m inter- 
ested in at the time,” he said. | 

He formed the habit early of jotting 
down notes of his daily activities and 
thoughts in small notebooks. These 
journals come! in handy when he 
writes about his own experiences or 
about places he has visited. | 

His first book about Russia, “Fast 
Train Russia,” was based on a journal. 
he had kept during a 1966. , trip to 
the (then) Soviet Union. — 

While there, he rode the Trans- 
Siberian Main: Line frorn-the East 
Coast of Siberia to Moscow. During 
the 6,000-mile trip, covered in eight 
days, the train made only 75 stops, 
for about five to 15 minutes each. 

“Before it came to a stop, every- 
one jumped off, and when it started 
again, nobody was on it. Everyone 
ran along beside it and climbed onto 
the moving train,” he said. 

A guide asked him how he liked 
the “fast train Russia.” Since the train 
only averaged 28 miles per hour, he 
gathered she meant that it was an

express train — but the phrase stuck 
in his mind. Thirteen years later 
when he wrote about this trip, he 
titled the book “Fast Train Russia.” 

In 1979, a chance meeting with a 
Soviet author, Lev Knjazev, led him to 
write the book. The miart offerédto 
translate the manuscript into Russian 
if Higginbotham wrote. about his 
experiences. 

Higginbotham completed the proj- 
ect quickly, but then he ran into a 
snag. This was during the Cold War 
and every time he tried to mail the 
manuscript to Knjazev, it was “lost in 
the mail.” Finally he decided to send 
one page at a time, in his letters. 

The plan worked, and the book 
was published in 1983, first only in 
Russia, Where it sold about 40,000 
copies. When it was exhibited at the 
Moscow Book Fair, American pub- 
lishers Dodd Mead picked it up and 
published it in English. It became 
his most successful book. 

The year after that book came out, 
Higginbotham returned to Russia as 
a guest of Progress Publishers, who 
subsequently published two of his 
books 

During this trip in 1984, he made a’ 
whirlwind tour across Russia, deliv-. 
ering 37 speeches advocating recon-.

‘| Allies join 


farmers 
in pushing 
Cuban trade

WASHINGTON — An unusual alliance of farm- 
state Republicans, liberal Democrats and free- 
trade advocates is fighting a Bush administration 
policy aimed .at' stifling the growth of farm ex- 
ports to Cuba. 

Ready to square off against the group is a vo- 
cal bloc of lawmakers who vehemently oppose Fi- 
del Castro and any moves to open trade with his 
regime. 

The issue has reignited the acrimonious de- 
bate between supporters of the four-decade-old 
U.S. trade embargo, who believe it will weaken 
Castro and his communist dictatorship, and op- 
ponents who see it as a failed policy and an obst- 
acle to democratic change. 

Since Congress softened the embargo in De- 
cember 2000 by legalizing the export of food to 
Cuba, more than $800 million in rice, wheat, soy- 
beans, chicken, yellow corn and other food prod- 
ucts has been sold to the island nation. 

Last year alone, U.S. agricultural sales to Cuba 
accounted for $400 million, a boon to farm inter- 
ests struggling to increase their exports. 

The Bush administration, opposed to any 
dealings with Castro, imposed new regulations in 
February that have made the financial transac- 
tions more difficult and costly for U.S. food ship- 
pers and for the Cubans. 

“We understand Cuba is still under communi- 
st rule and we'd like to see democratic change, 
but the sanctions have not changed anything in 
Cuba in almost 50 years,” said Chris Garza, a 
spokesman for the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation. “In the meantime, our competitors, includ- 
ing China, are able to go into Cuba and build 
market share. That is a loss for U.S. producers.” 

Rep. Robert Menendez, D-N.J., the son of Cu- 
ban immigrants and one of the most vocal con- 
gressional opponents of the Castro regime, finds 
any trade with Cuba intolerable as long as Castro 
is in power. 

Menendez said the focus needs to be on hu- 
man rights, freedom for Cuba and “the harsh re- 
ality of people who live under his rule” — not on 
those “desirous of selling products to Cuba.” He 
said the business community should realize its 
economic opportunities will, be much greater 
when the Cuban people are free. 

To that end, Menendez and allies in the House 
and Senate last month formed the Cuba Democ- 
racy Caucus, to organize efforts to keep the Bush 
administration’s restrictions in place. 

Farm interests, in turn, formed the U.S.-Cuba 
Trade Association last month. Its members in- 
clude rice and wheat producers, major agribusi- 
ness companies including Archer Daniels 
Midland, Cargill and Caterpillar, and free-trade 
advocacy groups. 

The group has assembled big. names from 
past Republican administrations on its advisory 
board: Carla Hills, trade representative in the ad- 
ministration of President Bush’s father; Frank 
Carlucci, defense secretary under Ronald Reagan; 
James Schlesinger, CIA director and defense sec- 
retary in the Nixon administration; and William 


Rogers, former assistant secretary. of state for ==" | mim 


Latin America in the Ford administration. 

“We have seen the positive results of engage- 
ment with China and Vietnam. It is essential that 
the U.S. take the lead now in expanding relations 
with our strategically important neighbor, Cuba,” 
Rogers said in a statement.
